nrfnS week the 14 NATO natlona meet in London 
A to diacun a wide and Important range of topics 
U|ion which may rest the future security of the Wes¬ 
tern world. 

Until now the pohcy pattern foDowed by the 
treaty alttea has been a simple one set in the mrin t^ 
the Big Three—Britain, France and the United States 
—and followed by the remainder. 

Recent developnienta however, preclude the 
assumption that such an easy procedure for deciding 
upon the defence strategy for the yean ahead will 
once again be accept e d either by the major po we r s or 
the leaser members. 

France, for instance, has been for ■ome time 
demonstrating a marked disindlnation to accept the 
overiordship of NATO in the matter of European de¬ 
fence. Prerident de Gaulle has frequently let it be 
known that he la not prepared to reUnquIah authority 
over French troops committed to the alliance unless 
there are major changes in the command structure. 

On more than one occasion he has hinted that 
Franoe would withdraw from NATO unless his ternia 
are accepted. His tenns being, among othera, that 
France be given an equal my with the United States 
In all defence dedskma affecthig areas In whi ch Franot 
has apeclfle Interests—which broadly Indudes Europe, 
the Mediterranean and North Africa. 

Understandably, the United States, which fooU 
the major bin for the coat of the NATO defence pro¬ 
gram, provides most of its fighting men and practically 
all of Ita weapona, is not at aO willing to allow toe 
overaD authority it now pomesara to be dlmlpated, 
particularly under threat by a man who many of their 
senior mDItary and political experts bellevB Miffers 
from a dangerous Napoleonic complex. 

Nor do NATO’s problems end there. The remain¬ 
ing member of the Big Three—Britain—is quite likely 
to throw another spanner ki the works by nggestiiig 
that she withdraw her occupational troops from Ger^ 
many. TTila spanner to a large degrw has been 
fashtesd by the United SUtes, France and West Ger^ 
many by a series of moves certain quarters In toe 
United Kingdom believa were defiberately Instituted 
to dsstioy Britain’s arms industry and remove her as 
a major parter in the Western aUlance. 

Such a suspldon has been quiedy held fai Bridsh 
pditleal and toplomatic circles for some considerable 
time, but now that Britain finds herself obliged to 
watch every penny riie spends If she Is to stabllte her 
economy, ahe may be forced to make her views on the 
ahuatlon puUlc. 

At present Britain maintains an army of 51,000 
troops is Germany at a cost of more than 060 miltton 
a vear.

The templatfon is strong 
amputala the m at a^l level with a 
Biarp knife, but ■ you take thia drastic 
actln, you'll get no bulb ffowers next 
year. 


As I have pointed out before, the 
moat Important time in the life cycle 
of any perennial |4ant is the period 
Immediately after flowering, for this Is 
the time when Ihe leaves are busy 
mnoufacbiring nutrlenU to plump up 
Ihe exhausted roots—rscharging the hat- 
teiiei fnr next year, ao to speak. This 
is a very wonderful process: more 
wonderful, when you think about it, 
than the way in which the human 
animal feeds himself. 

In our case, we take in complex 
substances—sugars and itsrches and 
carbohydrales and all that—in tha form 
of juiay steaks aad aiieculent vege- 
tablea, and kceak them down within our 
digestive syafera Into simple mineral 
salts which are used in body building.
